SCHOOL DEPARTMENT, TOWN OF KINGFIELD 


Report of Superintendent of Schools 


To the Superintending School Committee: 


Our schools are not just the business of our teachers, but they are 
also the business of every citizen in Kingfield. These forces should 
unite to create the kind of an educational program you want for your 
children. The Kingfield School system is an institution which the citi- 
zens of the town have created for the express purpose of serving its 
youth. The schools are largely what the taxpayers want them to be. 
Too many of our young people drop out before the end of high school, 
and without adequate preparation they are obliged to find their 
way without further assistance into the world of adult affairs. 


The decisions as to how our Youth shall be served must be made 
not by the teachers alone but by the citizens and teachers working to- 


gether. It is only through co-operation that maximum benefits can be. 


had by the greatest number. Education should be both liberal and voca- 
tional; it should advance each youth on the road to a useful career 
suited to his abilities; it should equip him to assume the full respons!- 
bilities of citizenship; it should foster the health of body and mind, in- 
struct him in the American way of family life, broaden his educational 
interests and give him a more abundant life. It should promote under- 
standing and appreciation of his heritage as an American and of the 
ethical values that embellish all life in a democracy. The challenge of 
the future can be met only by able and unhampered leadership, not by 
blind obedience to old procedures and customs which have long since 
served their purposes. ar 


The cost of our schools is high, but the school budget of twenty 
years ago will no longer suffice. We sometimes hear the statement that 
we are spending too much for education. By this do we mean we are 
too poor to provide for the young? People can afford almost anything 
they want to buy and they will spend their money on what they value 


ane 
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most. We hope the taxpayers will feel that their schools are worth the 
money needed to operate them successfully. 

The one thousand dollars which the town has appropriated to pur- 
chase seating units ts still unused due to the fact that school furniture 
is not yet available. However, it would seem to be advisable to appro- 
priate five hundred dollars at the coming Town Meeting to add to this 
fund in order that when seats can be procured more pupils can be 
made comfortable during school hours. 

From our itemized accounts you will note that the amount 
budgeted last year for repairs has been overdrawn. The reason for this 
is that your school buildings have been neglected. Every business man 
knows that it is good economy to keep his property in good repair. 
There is considerable repair work still to be done both inside and out 
at the Stanley School. Once your buildings are put in first-class shape 
it should not be a burden to keep them in that condition. 

Last spring each town in the Union approved the plan of engaging 
a Union music supervisor, and money for starting this project is on 
hand. However, due to the scarcity of teachers, thus far we have not 
been able to carry out our plan, but we hope to be more successful this 
coming year. ,

I made my eighth annual examination of the pupils in the month 
of November.

This year a test type illuminator was purchased which makes it 
possible to do more accurate work in testing vision. I hope an audio- 
meter can be secured next year to test the hearing. The use of a watch 
or whispered voice to test hearing in a place where there is always some 
noise does not give satisfactory results. 

A few of the pupils have been given the patch test for tuberculosis. 
I have the material to test all of them and it will be done soon. A posi- 
tive test does not prove that active tuberculosis is present. It is supposed 
to prove that it has been present at some time but it may have healed 
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spontaneously. A positive test calls for an x-ray. A negative test is sup- 
posed to show that tuberculosis never has been present. 

In order to stimulate having corrective work done the Parent Teach- 
ers Association has offered a silver cup to the grade that has the highest 
- percentage of seven point pupils. Corrections made any time up to the 
opening of school next fall will count if the notification card is properly 
signed by whoever makes the correction and returned to the teacher. 
I hope that as many as possible will have the required work done and 
that there will be a much larger percentage of seven point pupils than 
there has ever been before.

Report of the Fire Chief 


To the Selectmen and Citizens of the Town of Kingfield: 
Ladies and Gentlemen: 


This is the fifth annual report submitted to you by the present Fire 
Chief. 


Financrs. This year we had available in our Fire Department the 
sum of $800. The report shows expenditures for a period of 52 weeks. 
Our expenditures have been about the same as last year, due to the fact 
that supplies have kept up in price, and also our payroll for the last half 
year was quite large due to so many calls wherein about all of our force 
did respond. We have also purchased 300 ft. of 2% inch hose at a cost 
of $240, also 100 ft. of 14% inch hose at a cost of $75. We have also pur- 
chased one 8 inch Wire Chimney Brush at a cost of $4.66 and also sev- 
eral other smaller articles for use in our Department. 


Activities. The Fire Department has an enrollment of twenty- 
five men, but not all are active. The reason for this is due to the fact 
that some of our old men have returned, but this coming year can be 
cut to eighteen or twenty. During the years of war we had to keep 
extra or auxiliary men-because so many were leaving, but now we are 
getting back to normal and can have a regular force. We have had 
some practice by drill, and also in the rural area. We find that the 
Pumper crew does an excellent job in getting their equipment in work- 
ing order; the time is very good and still can be cut some in certain 
locations. I feel that we should still keep our practice up and also 
strive to make ourselves more efficient to our community in this coming 
year. 


Cnc.usion. Having been your Fire Chief the past five years I feel 
that we have made some progress during those years. Have made 
mistakes and anybody will that tries to put anything across. I still 
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would like to see the town raise this year $800 for fire protection, and 
still feel that any unexpended balance should be let to accumulate for a 
few years, and by that method the Department could purchase a small 
truck to get its equipment to its destination without loss of time. We 
are still hoping that some good public spirited citizen would give the 
fire department a lot in a good location so the boys could build and 
have a good place for fire equipment. 

In closing this report, I wish to state that I have been Fire Chief 
for five years and would rather not take it this coming year. I want 
to thank the boys for the good work, and also the fine spirit of coopera- 
tion that comes from each one. I also want to express in the way of a 
personal note, the appreciation of the members and the Fire Chief, for 
the interest that the Selectmen, especially Mr. Earl Wing, and the Citi- 
zens of the Town of Kingfield have shown in providing the means for 
the organization of a Fire Department.

SCHOOL DEPARTMENT, TOWN OF KINGFIELD 


Report of Superintendent of Schools 


To the Superintending School Committee: 


Education in general, in these United States, is weathering its most 
serious crisis, one which forward looking educators the nation over 
continually gave distress warnings about but which were unheeded by 
the general public until the deluge came. Today, however, we cannot 
look at a newspaper without reading about a crisis in education in some 
remote or nearby community. In this crisis no community can afford 
the “holier than thou” attitude, or the “ it can’t happen here” philos- 
ophy. Even as I write this, the general public is not fully aware that 
the schools are theirs, and that the schools are as good as the people 
make them — no better, no worse. Not to continue on this pessimistic 
note, let us look at the brighter side as it affects our town. 

Kingfield is fortunate, indeed, in the quality of its teaching per- 
sonnel. During this period of teacher shortage, with a great exodus of 
qualified teachers from the profession and a lesser influx of sincere but 
ill-prepared, inexperienced teachers with emergency permits and certifi- 
cates. to. replace them, Kingfield has not been affected. Under these 
circumstances, it becomes our responsibility to keep our present corps of 
teachers. I assume this responsibility, but it is not my responsibility 
alone, it is also your responsibility —the community’s responsibility. 
To attract, and to hold, a competent and qualified teaching staff is a 
problem too lengthy for discussion here. ‘Two factors are essential, a 
co-operative, interested spirit on the part of the citizens, one which 
acknowledges a job “well done”, and an adequate salary schedule 
backing up your appreciation. There are many evidences in Kingfield 
of the co-operative spirit I mention, it is a friendly town despite all 
references of the southerner to our Yankee heritage. On the question 
of adequate salaries no community stands indicted although all com- 
munities, including Kingfield, can do better. This will come about 
only as rapidly as the general public is made aware of the importance 
of education in our daily life. Not to confine my remarks to my per- 
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sonal experiences alone, let me give you the words of Gene ‘Tunney 
who said, “ Americaes secret weapon in this war was not a plane, nor. a 
gun, nor a tank. It was her magnificent youth. The way they arose 
to the occasion astonished the world.” Who among us can deny the 
important part-the schools of our nation played in preparing our youth 
to rise to the occasion? Bishop Bromby Oxnam phrased it more to the 
point upon his return from a tour of the European battle fronts when 
he said, “I have returned from the battle areas of Europe with a new 
respect for the youth of America and the educational system in which 
he was trained.’ General Eisenhower and other military “ greats 
have poured similar praise on America’s youth. Consider the institu- 
tions that have made these magnificent youth what they are (the home, 
the church, the community and the school), and don’t you find your- 
self placing the schools at the head of the list? This is no time for 
criticism of education, rather it is a time for greater reward for what 
our teaching staff has done, is doing and will continue to do to the end 
that Kingfield’s youth, your sons and daughters, will live a richer and 
fuller life as a result of their educational experiences. Should our State 
legislature adjourn tomorrow, and the proposed minimum pay bill for 
teachers never become law it is still within our power to reward our 
teachers with higher salaries; this is a responsibility of the community 
that cannot be lightly regarded. 

Last November we obtained the services of a well qualified, ex- 
perienced and capable music supervisor. The educational advantages 
accruing from his services have not been fully accepted by our youth — 
and it becomes our goal now to increase our efforts and our interests 
in both vocal and instrumental music. The shortage of musical instru- 
ments and the high cost of those available plus the short time the pro- 
gram has been under way are. contributing factors in impeding our 
progress along these lines. Once interest is developed on the part of 
the few, the program should gain the momentum of the rolling stone. 
In projects of this nature, the school especially welcomes the encourage- 
ment of the parents in getting their sons and daughters to utilize this 
worthwhile type of leisure time activity. 

In keeping with modern educationa! standards and practices, the 
schools this year plan to make more use of available standardized test- 
ing material. The advantages of such tests are numerous, but what is- 
most important, such tests are a far better and more reliable method of 


_ measuring ability and accomplishment than any teacher-made test. The 


Cross English Test and the Otis Mental Abilities tests have been admin- 
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istered in the High School and this testing program should and will go 
down into the grades. Fuller use has also been made of the sound pro- 
jector than in previous years, as the High School is now using the Uni- 
versity of Maine educational films series. This visual aids program 
should continue to grow in the upper grades and extend down into the 
lower grades. The experiences of the Army and Navy with visual edu- 
cation substantiates the claims of educators that students learn up to 
35°% more in a given time, remember facts 55°% longer, and it also 
increases interest, builds morale and saves time. No form of education 
with these advantages should be neglected by our schools although 
visual education does require considerable training for its proper and 
efficient use. 

Our school buildings are in dire need of repair. This matter should 
and will receive our attention before school re-opens in September. The 
school budget for repairs must also include repairs to the Webster Hall. 
Another fire escape exit is a must for the continued use of this building 
according to the State Fire Safety Commissioners. The safety and well- 
being of our school youth necessitate this repair work. This past year 
storm windows were purchased for both the little schoolhouse and the 
Stanley building. The little schoolhouse was insulated; this has con- 
siderably increased the comfort and welfare of the pupils involved and 
has unquestionably reduced fuel costs. We should now consider the 
advisability of insulating the Stanley building. The exterior and the 
interior of the Stanley building are in need of paint. There are other 
incidental repair jobs that must be considered but I have enumerated 
only the major items. A repair program that looks ahead for ten to 
fifteen years should be our goal. Such a program would eliminate 
heavy expenditures for one or two years, none the next, et cetera. 

In conclusion, I wish to convey my sincere appreciation and grati- 
tude for the continuous co-operation and untiring efforts of the school 
committee, the school personnel and interested citizens who have con- 
tributed to the success of our work. Continuing progress in our educa- 
tional program depends upon these co-operative efforts.

Report of Health Officer 


To the Citizens. of the Town of Kingfield: 


I made my ninth annual examination of the pupils in the month 
of November. For the first time there were no absentees and every 
pupil was examined. The following table gives a summary of my 
findings.

The figures as given show 3714°% seven point pupils in all the 
schools. This is the highest that it has been in the nine years I have 
examined but it is still far below what it should be. Individual grades 
varied from as low as 7% to as high as 50°%. 

During the year the TB patch test was given to all the pupils. 
About a dozen positive reactions were found. A positive reaction does 
not mean that the person who has it has an active tuberculosis process 
but it does call for an x-ray. All of the positive reactors were x-rayed 
at Fairfield but no one showed an active lesion.

' Report of the Fire Chief 


To the Selectmen and Citizens of the Town of Kingfield: 
Ladies and Gentlemen: 


This is the sixth annual report submitted to you by the present 
Fire Chief. 


Finances. This year we had available in our Fire Department the 
sum of $800. The report shows expenditures for a period of 52 weeks. 
Our expenditures have been about the same as last year, due to the fact 
that supplies have kept up in price. The double jacket hose we use 
had advanced 20°% over last year, but we got our order in soon enough, 
so the increase in hose was some less. We have added a few smaller 
articles to our equipment, but our main expenses were hose and payroll. 
For the expended account please look in your Town Report in front 
part of book. 


Activities. The Fire Department has an enrollment of twenty 
men. During the year we have had many calls to chimney fires and 
also three outside calls. Had two calls to Stratton and one to Salem. 
We have done some outside work with Pumper crew in rural area. 
Our crew has done splendid work and I want to make mention espe- 
cially of the work done at the time the Harold Winter residence burned. 
The fire having such a start before the men got there, they did a remark- 
able job to save the other buildings around the area. I feel that we 
should still keep up our practice and make ourselves more efficient in 
our community. 


Conciusion. Having been your Fire Chief the past six years, I feel 
we have made some progress during these years. We have made 
mistakes and anybody will that tries to put anything across. Our equip- 
ment is very good and have plenty to fight fire with, but we need some- 
thing to get our equipment to and from a fire. The old hand drawn 
equipment has gone by, and to save time, property and possibly life the 
Fire Department should be kept up to the age of present day methods.

SCHOOL DEPARTMENT, TOWN OF KINGFIELD 
Report of Superintendent of Schools 


To the Superintending School Committee and Citizens of Kingfield: 


I frequently find myself contemplating how historians fifty years 
from now will record the period in which we now live. There is al- 
ways a sense of security in clinging to things past, and a hesitancy to 
accept inevitable changes which the plain facts dictate. This is espe- 
cially true where the operation of your schools is concerned. We do 
not practice the best that we know because public understanding has 
never kept pace with changes in the field of education. For conven- 
ience, let us state that World War II is a dividing line between the 
old and new. Should we pattern education for the future on the basis 
of the old, it would be an outright disregard for the facts that exist. 
Education will succeed or fail, in terms of maximum efficiency, de- 
pending on the public’s understanding of the schools’ task in _pre- 
paring youth for living in the age of the atom. 

Seldom do we find schools in tune with the times. Any study of 
school systems in this nation indicates that the most effective teaching 
and learning takes place where the schools are “up to date” and that 
the poorest return for the education dollar coincides with the schools 
geared to the old. People, generally, want better schools, they want 
their children and grandchildren better prepared for the demands of a 
changing society than they themselves were. Yet, even with change 
encircling us, people demand the status quo in education. It is true, 
and a credit to the people as a whole, that America’s educational sys- 
tem has attained a position of world leadership for this nation. Let 
us, however, not be smug in our past achievements or glory in our 
past successes to the point that we feel we have achieved the pinacle 
in educational thought and progress. Any education for the future 
must be concerned with all the youth; we should mean universal 
education when we glibly use the term universal. Secondary schools 
of the past were designed for college preparation; less than one-fourth 
of the high school population actually went to college and twenty-five 
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to forty per cent of the pupils entering high school dropped out be- 
fore completing their course. This is a serious problem for a nation 
dedicated to democratic ideals and world peace. How can an unedu- 
cated citizenry solve the problems that tax the judgment of our ablest 
citizens? | School administrators are concerned with the reasons for 
pupil drop-out because it represents a failure on the part of school 
authorities to meet the wide range of aptitudes, interests and abilities 
of our youth. When we restrict educational opportunities to students 
of academic abililties and interests we fail to recognize the principle 
of equality of educational opportunity. This principle will be of in- 
creasing importance in the years ahead and it calls for an extension of 
the school program to include other recognized abilities, interests and 
aptitudes. Any expansion of the school program for Kingfield will 
require increased school facilities for special educational programs and 
additions to the teaching staff. The matter of Secondary School re- 
adjustment should receive serious consideration by the school authori- 
ties and citizens of Kingfield. For one simple illustration, there is 
considerable interest in a commercial curriculum, embracing such sub- 
jects as Consumer Education, Bookkeeping, Typewriting, Shorthand, 
Business English, Office Practice, Business Law and Business Organi- 
zation. This is only one area in which our educational program 
needs expanding. The Secondary School of the future must more 
adequately meet the needs of the increasingly large group of boys and 
girls seeking its advantages. I am confident that Kingfield will meet 
this need successfully. 

Last fall, due to increased elementary enrollments, it was neces- 
sary to add a third teacher at the little schoolhouse. If parents could 
see and judge the differences in instruction between one teacher with 
a class enrollment of thirty pupils in one grade and a second teacher 


with fifty pupils in two grades, they would never again return to a 


system of over-crowded classrooms and overworked teachers. Educa- 
tional psychologists have stated that a child’s early school years are the 
most crucial for mental health and ultimate social adjustment. It has 
taken years for the public to accept this fact, but-once accepted they 
readily see its advantages. Poor teaching at any level is never com- 
pensated for, and more especially is this true at the lower elementary 
level. Superior teaching at any level is worth more than its actual 


dollars and cents cost: We should do all our resources will permit to 


attract and retain this type of teacher and teaching. 


Before closing this report T would like to explain’ school expendi- 
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tures.. There are many factors that have required increased expendi- 
tures. The new minimum pay bill for teachers increased teachers’ 
salaries from a $1,000 minimum to a $1,500, $1,600 or $1,700 mini- 
mum, depending on a teacher’s preparation. School enrollments have 
and will continue to increase; this has already made necessary an 
additional teaching position. All other school services and supplies, 
have reflected increases to correspond with the increase in the cost of 
living and the cost of doing business. These costs are inescapable in 
accomplishing our task of educating youth. Kingfield is not alone in 
sharing this increase. Last year, the average State tax rate for the 
support of education increased five mills; the school tax rate for King- 
field increased only two mills. While total expenditures for schools 
have increased from $13,862 in 1944-45 to an estimated $22,000 in 
1948-49, a very small percentage of this increase is reflected by the 
Town appropriation. There is every reason, especially in an efficient 
and developing school system, for an expanding educational budget. 
We teach more subjects, we provide more auxiliary services, we strive 
for smaller classes, and we keep more pupils in school longer. These 
things we cannot do with a 1940 Town appropriation, even if the price 
level had remained constant. 

At this time, I should like to add a personal note to this report. 
As your School Superintendent I have received excellent co-operation 
and assistance, for which I am deeply appreciative. I wish to extend 
‘my gratitude to School Committee members, teachers and citizens -of 
Kingfield for their loyalty and devotion to the cause of providing bet- 
ter educational facilities for our boys and girls; they deserve the best 
we have to offer.

There 
are 17 who still need study by an eye specialist. Several have eyes that 
converge too much and these especially need attention at once as neglect 
can cause serious permanent damage to the vision of one of the eyes. 


In examining the teeth I checked every one in which I found 
decay in temporary or permanent teeth. A considerable number had 
no more than a cavity in one tooth that kept them from being eligible 
for a seven point pin. Some would be passed by a dentist as requiring 
no work done but I feel that it is the province of the dentist to make 
that decision. 
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It has been customary to vaccinate in the spring those that enter 
the sub-primary grade in the fall. Last spring due to the smallpox 
scare in nearby states it was offered to everyone in school and 133 were 
vaccinated.

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Report of the Fire Chief 


Ladies and Gentlemen: 


This is my first report submitted to you by me as Fire Chief. 


The sum available for the Fire Department for the year was 
$800.00. Our expenditures possibly may over-run this amount due to 
the fact that we had quite a lot of work done on the pumper in the 
spring before it could be used; which included a general overhauling 
at Mr. Wing’s machine shop. We have also bought several attach- 
ments for the pumper; among these are a safety or chuck valve which 
was installed on the pumper, also equipment so that we can use the 
pumper on our hydrant system, and also the New Portland pumper 
can be used the same way. I think about $270.00 was paid for new 
hose, which was bought in 1946, before the prices were advanced. Our 
payrolls may be larger than last year as our two calls to Strong were 
somewhat over $100.00, the amount of which we will receive from that 
town. 


We have had a few chimney fires, but not much damage resulted 
from these. We also had quite a few calls for the dump fire due to 
so much dry weather. 


I want to thank the boys for the fine work which they did at Mrs. 
Winter’s in confining the fire to one room by using only chemicals. 
I also want to thank Harold Winter for letting us keep the pumper 
in a warm place at the mill. 


I think we have enough large. hose, as we have some which has 


not been used. However, I think we should get some more small hose, 


as we have only 900 ft. There should also be a different reel wagon 
as the old one is unsafe. We should have some means of hauling our 
equipment other than having to wait for some one to get to the fire, 
as 1t means some delay in getting started. 


In closing, I would recommend that the Fire Chief be some one 
who has a telephone, if possible.

SCHOOL DEPARTMENT, TOWN OF KINGFIELD 


Report of Superintendent of Schools 


To the Superintending School Committee and Citizens of Kingfield: 


Too often things which contribute toward the betterment of our 
schools pass unobserved while more undesirable aspects gain the spot- 
light. Several recent improvements which will give our boys and girls 
a better education are worth mentioning: | | 

Kingfield has been fortunate in being able to take advantage of the 
services of such a distinguished music educator as Mr. Dann. His 
residence here can give Kingfield people assurance that they are re- 
ceiving the best in music instruction. 

In such a teaching situation of combined grades as exists in the 
Little School, harmony and co-operation are not always easily achieved. 
It is to the credit of the teachers there that a smoothly running school 
has existed throughout the year. 

At the time of the visit of the State Elementary Supervisor last 
fall, all of the elementary teachers received a good share of compliments 
for the type of work they were doing. The value of such teaching al- 
though intangible is none the less great. 

Material benefits and improvements have come to our schools, 
too. Seats, which were ordered some time ago, arrived during the year 
and now add to the efficiency and attractiveness of the upper elementary 
grades. In Webster Hall emergency exits equipped with panic hard- 
ware and in the Stanley School building the replacement of deteriorated 
fire hose have made these buildings a safer place for children. 

Because of its educational effort financially last year, Kingfield has 
benefited to more than an ordinary amount from the State Equalization 
Law. Further, an increase up to cost in its tuition charge to the State 
has put Kingfield in a position where it will need no larger appropria- 
tion this year despite increased costs of all school necessities. 

In looking ahead for the coming year there are some needs which 
should be provided. The procedure of setting aside each year a sum 
of money for seats is sound and progressive. It should be continued. 
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A similar pattern for adding improved lighting to many classrooms 
would be a distinct educational benefit. For economy’s sake, “the 
ounce of prevention” method should be used consistently in repair 
work to prevent the need of “a pound of cure”. 


Looking ahead still further, the people of Kingfield should oe 


vestigate the possibility of establishing a government subsidized school 
lunch program. Schools throughout the State and even within this 
School Union are operating locally on a self-supporting basis through 
such a program. Rather than money, the chief ingredients necessary 
to make this a reality are community enthusiasm and elbow grease. 

Finally, a town as keenly aware of the educational needs of its 
children as Kingfield is, should not be indifferent to the urgency of 
curriculum expansion in the High School. Few will deny that from the 
standpoint of carry-over value and purpose, our present courses definitely 
cater to the minority. How this condition can be corrected is a problem 
requiring much study. It should not be ignored. 


As a last word, I wish to thank the school committee, the citizens 


of Kingfield, and its teachers for the spirit of helpfulness which they 


have continually afforded me during my first year with them.

While the number of defects seem large, particularly of the teeth, 
I think there has been a marked improvement over the earlier exami- 
nations which is not reflected by the figures. If there is one small 
cavity I check the teeth. Now there are usually only one or two teeth 
that need attention where years back there were many mouths in which 
half of the teeth were decayed. 

The last legislature passed a law requiring towns to offer free 
immunization against whooping cough and diphtheria to anyone under 
twelve years of age who desired it. Last year was the first in which

the law became effective. Immunization is done by giving three doses 
of vaccine hypodermically, a month apart. Inasmuch as a preparation 
could be obtained that included tetnus vaccine as well as the two re- 
quired and at no greater cost this was used. At the request of their 
parents 114 children received immunization. Each child received 
a card stating what had been done and another card made out for each 
pupil which is filed for permanent record. It is hoped that more will 
avail themselves of this opportunity for by so doing in time these 
diseases can become as rare as smallpox is now.

To the Citizens of the Town of Kingfield: 
‘Ladies and Gentlemen: 


This is the seventh annual report submitted to you by the present 
Fire Chief. 


FINANCES 

This year we had available in our Fire Department the sum of 
$800.00. Our expenditures possibly may over-run this amount due to 
the fact that we have added quite a little more to our equipment. We 
have discarded our old hose wagon and built a new one that is on rub- 
ber and can carry about 700 ft. of 24% inch hose and also 700 ft. of 
1% inch hose with all the equipment on it. We have also purchased 
200 ft. of 14% inch Double Jacket Hose and also 500 ft. of 144 inch 
Forestry Hose. The Forestry Hose was bought at a price of 24c per 
foot. 


me tIVITIES 


The Fire Company has an enrollment of eighteen men. We have 
had several calls for chimney fires and also three outside calls. Had 
some pumper work and also did some more outside work in rural areas 
for the purpose of locating water when it is the dryest. We have had 
no fires that have caused too much damage. We have been very 
fortunate this year that we have had no fires in area of town or any 
forest fires. Let’s keep it so in 1949, 


CONCLUSION 

I feel that we have made some progress this year. Our equipment 
is in good shape, and better to get around with. We need now a 
home for our equipment and for the boys to gather in, so we can carry 
on our work at a better advantage. We are still striving to get that 
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place, and hope that some of our public spirited citizens will see to it 
and help us to get one. 

In closing this report, I wish to state that I have been Fire Chief 
for seven years and that I appreciate the courtesy shown me by the 
men, and also the community. I want to express in the way of a 
personal note, the appreciation of the members and the Fire Chief for 
the interest that the Selectmen, especially Mr. Carroll Edgerly, and the 
Citizens of the Town of Kingfield have shown in providing the means 
for the organization of a Fire Department.

CASH 


The cash balance of $11,217.27, at the year end was accounted for 
as follows:

The balance in the Kingfield Savings Bank was verified with the 
depository bank. 

The analysis made of the receipts and deposits indicated that all 
cash recorded as received had been deposited promptly. It was ascer- 
tained that all disbursements had been made by check from properly 
executed warrants and that all warrants had been paid in full. 


TAXES RECEIVABLE 
The taxes receivable at February 17, 1949, totaled $321.21. Of 
this amount $278.07, represented unpaid accounts of the 1948 com- 
mitment, and the balance of $43.14, resulted from prior commitments. 


CAPITAL RESERVE FUND 


By a vote of the Town at the last annual meeting, $1,000.00 was 
appropriated from Unappropriated Surplus to start a fund for the pur- 
pose of erecting or purchasing a building. This building is to be used 
to house the fire equipment and provide quarters for the town offices. 

The savings bank passbook, representing the investment of this 
fund, was examined. It was ascertained that all income accruing to the 
fund had been properly recorded. No expenditures had been made from 
the fund as of the date of audit. 


| 
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DUE TRUST FUNDS 

The proceeds from the ministerial and school fund grant have been 
used by the Town in former years, although no information was avail- 
able as to when this occurred. However, interest of $48.60, which 
represents 4°% of the principal, is raised annually and disbursed for the 
benefit of the schools. 

It is suggested that the municipal officers give consideration to re- 
storing this fund, the principal of which is $1,215.00, and investing the 
same in accordance with the provisions of Chapter 80, Section 106, Re- 

vised Statutes of 1944. This would eliminate the necessity for the Town 
to appropriate the interest each year. 


SURPLUS 
The Unappropriated Surplus represents the excess of the assets 
over the liabilities and reserves. A complete analysis of the change in 
this account is shown on Exhibit E of this report. 


REVENUE AND EXPENDITURES 
A statement of Revenue and Expenditures is presented in this re- 
port which, it is believed, presents a consolidated analysis of the result 
of the operations of the Town for the current year. This statement 
reflects a net gain from operations of $3,147.25, which has been trans- 
ferred to Unappropriated Surplus. 


1948 ASSESSMENT, COMMITMENT, AND COLLECTION 

The assessment and commitment records and the records of col- 
lections of the 1948 tax levy, were examined. From this examination 
it was ascertained that the warrant of commitment was in agreement 
with assessment records and the tax list as committed to the Collector.

All Taxpayers should read the following requirement and comply 
with it: 


Section 35, Chapter 81, Revised Statutes of Maine, 1944: 


‘Before making an assessment, the assessors shall give reasonable notice 
in writing to the inhabitants by posting notifications in some public 
place in the town, or shall notify them, in such other way as the town 
directs, to make and bring in to them true and perfect lists of their 
polls and all their estates real and personal, not by law exempt from 
taxation, of which they were possessed on the Ist day of April of the 
same year. If any resident owner after such notice, or any non-resident 
owner after being reasonably requested thereto by the assessors, does not 
bring in such list, he is thereby barred of his right to make application 
to the assessors or the county commissioners for any abatement of his 
taxes, unless he offers such list with his application and satisfies them 
that he was unable to offer it at the time appointed.

REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the Superintending School Committee and Citizens of Kingfield: 


In submitting the annual report of the Kingfield public schools, 
I wish to express my appreciation to the members of the School 
Committee, teachers, and citizens for their cooperation in maintaining 
the school program. That the system has functioned smoothly with 
no problems arising is due in large measure to efficient and understand- 
ing teachers and a friendly and cooperative attitude on the part of the 
pupils. 

At the beginning of the school year Donnell Graham succeeded 
Robert Clunie as Principal of the High School. Donald Spring was 
secured as Assistant, teaching Math and Science. Mrs. Chadbourne 
continues as instructor in English and Languages. In the Elementary 
field John MacLeod replaced Guy Fish as Principal of the Grammar 
School and teacher of Grades 7-8, with other positions as follows: J. P. 
and Gr. 1, Oscarene French; Grades 2-3, Christine Davis; Helping 
Primary teacher, Ruth Wing; Grade 4, Louisa Abbott; Grades 5-6, 
Katherine Kankainen. At the end of the fall term Mrs. Kankainen’s 
resignation was accepted with regret and Mrs. Bertha Durrell was 
secured to fill the vacancy. Arthur J. Dann continues his excellent 
work as Director of Music, bringing to Kingfield pupils training in 
voice and instrumental music seldom available in a small community. 
Many individuals and organizations have contributed over $50 which 
Mr. Dann has used to purchase record albums, Rhythm Band 
instruments, orchestra music, etc. Such appreciation on the part of 
the citizens speaks highly of the value they place upon this program. 
The town is extremely fortunate in having a teaching staff of such 
high calibre. Cy Abbott continues to contribute much beyond the 
line of duty as school janitor. 


The School Lunch, made available to pupils at no cost by the Farm 
Bureau, with contributions from other sources, continues as a most 
worthwhile project for the welfare of the pupils. 
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Two factors in our educational program deserve serious 
consideration by the citizens. The first involves a lack of adequate 
classroom space in the Little Building. This building has two average 
sized rooms for four grades, with two small rooms available for 
teaching reading groups. These are too small to lend themselves to 
class use. More effective work could be done in the four lower grades 
if two additional rooms could be provided, so that there could be one 
teacher to each grade. Our second problem centers around the broaden- 
ing of the High School Curriculum. Any modern high school which can 
offer only work of an academic nature, such as our College and General 
Courses, is maintaining too narrow a curriculum, and meets the interest, 
needs, and abilities of but a few. The trend today is into the field of 
occupational courses, such as Commercial, Industrial Arts, and Home 
Economics. There is no way as the situation now exists of incorporat- 
ing these needed additions. It may not be too visionary to consider, in 
the not too distant future, the possibility of a new Elementary school 
for all grades through the sixth, leaving the Stanley Building to 
accomodate a six-year high school, with the incorporation of at least one 
occupational course. 

Because of an increased amount from the State in December when 
the town received over two thousand dollars in addition to the regular 
subsidy, our fiscal year closed with no overdrafts and all bills paid. 
To maintain the present school program will require approximately 
the same amount of money appropriated as last year. We anticipate 
renovations required by the State Insurance Department will cost over 
$1,200, which will be included in the Repairs account as will also any 
amount necessary to continue installation of new lighting. 


The special appropriation for new seating should be continued 
in order to purchase new desks for the High School rooms.

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Report of the Fire Chief 


To the Citizens of the Town of Kingfield: 
Ladies and Gentlemen: 


This is the eighth annual report submitted to you by the present 
Fire Chief. 


FINANCES 


This year we had available in our Fire Department the sum of 
$800.00. Our expenditures possibly may over-run this amount due to 
the fact that we added quite a little more to our equipment. The 
biggest item was 2% hose, and also a new all-out fire extinguisher 
purpose for oil fires, and also two large electric lamps, dry cells, for 
the purpose of fighting fire in a rural area. It is a real problem to lay 
hose in the dark so these were purchased for that use. Also our expense 
has been quite high the last six months on chimney fires and keeping 
hydrants and Fire House clear of snow. I also suggest that the town 
keep the fire appropriation at the same level. 


ACTIVITIES 


The Fire Company has an enrollment of twenty men. We have 
had severals calls to chimney fires and also one outside call. Some of 
the chimney fires the whole Company was called out which made the 
expense high, but it is better to call the whole Company than lose a 
building which makes the expenses to town much greater. We have 
been called to four regular fires, but were fortunate enough to put out 
with very little damage. The only building we lost was the Herman 
Lisherness place, and that was due to lack of water. We were fortunate 
this year that we have had no forest fires in our area. Let’s keep to 
the old slogan “Keep Maine Green.” 


CONCLUSION 

Our equipment is in good shape. We have a home for our equip- 
ment and hope this coming year to get it underway so that we can 
move in this coming fall. 
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In closing this report, I wish to state that I have been Fire Chief 
for eight years and that I appreciate the courtesy shown me by the 
men, and also the community. I want to express in the way of a 
personal note, the appreciation of the members and the Fire Chief for 
the interest that the Selectmen, specially Mr. Carroll Edgerly, and the 
Citizens of the Town of Kingfield have shown in providing the means 
for the organization of a Fire Department. I also wish to state that 
I will not be up for election this coming year. My work calls me 
from Kingfield, so I suggest that the town put in the Deputy Fire 
Warden as Chief this coming year. I sincerely wish that the coming 
years will see Kingfield have a real up-to-date Fire Company. It has 
always been my desire.

SCOPE OF AUDIT 


The assessment and commitment records were examined and it 
was ascertained that the 1949 tax levy was in agreement with the 
records of the Assessors. 

Collections on account of taxes and other credits, the total of which 
amounted to $34,627.27, were verified by receipts issued by the 
Treasurer. No independent verification was made of the unpaid 
accounts amounting to $140.13. 

The bank balance, as reconciled, amounted to $15,405.45 and was in 
agreement with the cashbook balance at the close of the year. Receipts 
were checked in detail to the Treasurer’s cashbook also to the appropriate 
accounts in the Selectmen’s ledger. Properly authorized warrants 
supporting expenditures were on file. 

All trust fund investments were reviewed and the income and 
expenditures accounted for.

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The taxes receivable at February 15, 1950, totaled $178.23. Of this 
amount, $140.13, represents unpaid accounts of the 1949 commitment 
and $38.10 represents unpaid accounts of the 1947 and 1948 


commitments. 


The tax lien account of $9.84 represents one unpaid real estate tax 
of the 1948 commitment. The lien was available for examination. 


At the last annual meeting, a vote approving the tranfer of $500.00 
trom unappropriated surplus to the capital reserve fund, was recorded. 
In addition to the $500.00 transfer, interest of $13.14 was added to the 
fund making available $1,524.75 for the purpose of housing the fire 
equipment and provide quarters for Town Officers. During the year 
$575.50 was disbursed from the fund for the purchase of land and the 
existing buildings thereon. The fund balance at February 15, 1950 was 
$949.25 and was verified by examination of the savings bank passbook. 


LIABILITIES 
The ministerial and school fund, the principal of which amounts 
to $1,215.00, has been used by the Town in former years. However, 
interest of $48.60, which represents 49% of the principal, is appropriated 
annually for the benefit of the schools. 


RESERVES AND SURPLUS 
Balances of appropriation accounts carried forward to the ensuing 
year amounted to $3,614.25. As compared with the previous year this 
amount is greater by $2,619.56. The individual accounts and the 
respective balances are shown on Exhibit D. 


As a result of the current year’s operations the unappropriated 
surplus of the Town shows a net increase of $1,926.23, over the 
corresponding period one year ago. A complete analysis of the change 
in this account is shown on Exhibit C of this report. 


TRUST FUNDS 
All funds held in trust by the Town, with the exception of the 
ministerial and school fund, are deposited in the Kingfeld Savings 
Bank. The bank passbooks representing the various funds were 
available for inspection and were found to be as listed on Schedule A-8. 
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The excise tax collections for the year under review amounted to 
$3,172.00. This amount was verified by examination of the copies of 
the receipts retained by the Collector. The collections are summarized 
as follows:

1950 Excise Tax Numbers 1 to 150 1,342 70 
Total deposits with the Treasurer $3,172 00 


A corporate surety bond for the Treasurer and Collector was on 


file. 


Overdrafts were noted in several appropriation accounts, the sum- 
mary of which is shown on Exhibit D. The Attorney General has ren- 
dered an opinion on this point and it is included for the benefit of the 
municipal officers. 


“The municipal officers are bound by the terms of 
the articles in the warrant calling the meeting 
providing for the expenditure of money. The 
officers should not spend more than the taxpayers 
appropriated at town meeting, unless the statute 
expressly authorizes an expenditures in excess of 
the appropriation.” 


The provision of Chapter 84, Section 81 of the Revised Statutes of 
1944, however, relate to expenditures of monies for highway purposes 
and permit overdrafts in cases of emergencies to the extent of 15% of 
the appropriation.
